The club demanded 
$35,000° and Davidson 
took the matter to the 
Tribunal of the NSL and 
managed to reduce the 
fee to $30,000. 


The matter was settled 
so Davidson took the 
field in Croatia’s red on 
Saturday night. 

Melbourne Croatia is 
Tumoured to have se- 
cured the services of for- 
mer Scottish internatio- 
nal Ian Wallace. At one 
stage Wallace was trans- 
ferred from Coventry 
City to Nottingham 
Forest for in excess of 
$A1 million. 

Wallace has played in 
England and Portugal 
over the past two years. 


CON NIKOLOPOULOS 
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IHERE is tremendous pressure on 
National League and State League 


clubs this year to promote the sport to 
its maximum advantage. 


The best advertisement for Soccer is the stan- 
dard of the product, and indications are generally 
favourable. 

The National League has had its shake-ups and 
has responded well, but more is needed than that. 


There always must be tailenders — but one or 
two weak clubs would destroy a deal of what is 
being rebuild. 

State League clubs have lost key players, but 
the better clubs have been able to top up with a 
good class of replacement player. 


These leagues have had to take over and digest 
the left over clubs from the 1986 NSL, and in NSW 
and Victoria have probably grown beyond 
reasonable standards in respect of the size of 
their membership. 


So, although many are against it and despite the 
fact that it may take more time, reductions may 
have to be considered somewhat down the track - 
provided of course that the NSL retains a 14 team 
format. 


Meanwhile, with the NSW and Victorian 
Leagues beginning before the NSL, the public will 
have the chance to judge the extent of the im- 
provements made by their clubs since last 
season. 


Playing staff and coaching Is one thing, but 
clubs must cover efficient administration, finan- 
cial stability and an effective promotion and 
publicity arm, youth development and so on. 

Queensland has seen Brisbane City and Bris- 
bane Lions return to their local ranks. 


In spite of some opinion to the contrary, 
Queensland must miss the outward improvement 
of key players. 

This loss will be softened by the fact that both 
the City and Lions had rarely got their NSL acts 
together properly. 

In fact Brisbane Lions has drawn so poorly that 
they would have to realistically look at their future 
position on the national stage, even if they re- 
ceived an opportunity to participate in future. 

With South Australia, Adelaide Hellas is the 
shining light with the resources to make a come- 
back from the local competition. 

Of the provincial centres Wollongong has a 
rough chance of returning to the top via the NSW 
State Bank League. 

Newcastle is an outsider as is Inter Monaro, 
with Canberra City Olympians a prospect. 

There is a tendency — if not a complete decision 
— to judge the financial viability of NSL member 
clubs by their ability to meet their obligations to 
the League only. 

This selective financial analysis ‘system’ de- 
fies all logic and Is on blot on the administration of 
the League. 

All clubs MUST be forced to produce financial 
statements each year, fully audited by a qualified 
public auditor. 


We have no intention of releasing our pressure 
In this direction until this commonsense project 
Is complied with. 


And, when it occurs, there Is the need to proper- 
ly handle deficiencies with the clubs. 

In NSW, rugby league clubs’ financial positions 
are a commonplace mentioned in the public 
press. 

The same should apply in Soccer. It will show 
aspiring clubs practical examples of what they 
have to beat. 


On the promotion front St George, one of the 
lesser supported clubs, has promised to start the 
season with a major promotional night. 


We wish them well, and also any other club that 
acts on a responsible decision to promote foot- 
ball entertainment to their crowds and invites In 
the public at large.

MARCONI chief and National Soccer League deputy chairman Tony 
Labbozzetta is a traditionalist when it comes to dealing with the 
vexed question of the institution of an NSL summer season competi- 


tion. 


The matter has been 
listed for debate at the 
NSL Council of Clubs 
meeting to be held at the 
Marconi Club on Satur- 
day, raising its head after 
being buried to all intents 
and purposes for many 
years. 

Tt is not destined to go 
very far, but a couple of 
clubs will lend their sup- 
port and one or two 
others may be fazed by it. 


Mr Labbozzetta had 
this to say: “Summer 
Soccer is not practical, 
although in theory some 
aspects may appear to be 
of value. 

“As a realist I am 
afraid that I must say that 
there is an overwhelming 
case for the traditional 
season that we have had 
down the years. 

“Under it there is a 
minimum of shortcom- 
ings. We have to work on 
these to get the game 
where we all want it to be. 

“Some of the sug- 
gested innovations mere- 
ly amount to pie in the sky 
and the sooner they are 
forgotten the better, if we 
are to go ahead. 

“There are people who 
present new ideas just for 
the sake of producing 
them. If the same efforts 
went into promotion 
then Soccer would cer- 
tainly be the winner.” 


Pre-Season 


Mr Labbozzetta also 
Stated that he was pre- 
pared to be open- 
minded, adding that 

" what he had seen had 
done nothing to con- 
vince him of a need to 
change. 

He was quite prepared 
to go along with pre-sea- 
son competitions, which 
he felt had their place in 
the scheme of things. 

Obviously any late 
summer games would not 
worry the clubs that 
much, in that come hell 
or high water they would 
be playing practice 
matches anyway. 

The answer to a lot of 
that problem is to de- 
velop or use good floodlit 
venues, rather than re- 
treating from the ques- 
tion. 

Football would often 
then be played in light 
evening breezes. 


However the propon- 
ents of Summer Soccer 
are really talking about a 
spring and autumn split 
competition, with breaks 
for a deal of summer and 
winter. 


The big beneficiaries 
would be the State 
Leagues and it would be 
easy to mount a case that

AWARE of the atti- 
tude that has been 
prevalent for so long

Despite the time con- 
straints, it was vital that 
at least one elected ASF 
executive member 
should have participated 
in the selection process. 


There is no room in 
Soccer for anbody at all 
to hide behind the activi- 
ties of paid officials, were 
that to occur. 

We have no personal 
axe to grind with Ron 
Smith, who won the 
appointment, but the 
selection process must be 
queried. 

The State Directors of 
Coaching are almost en- 
tirely English to a man: 


Many of them are well 
known for their work, 
but it seems that a certain 
type of discipline can be 
applied in a situation 
where the coaching ser- 
vice must be opened up to 


people who know what it 
is all about in the Austra- 
lian environment. 


Criticism 


It is no use the ASF or 
anyone else _ feeling 
that this is just a matter 
of riding out the flack. 

Very direct questions 
should be asked by the 
State Federations at the 
next meeting and incisive 


follow-up should take 
place. 

We believe that re- 
cently appointed  Insti- 


tute director Ron Harvey 
should have a close and 
urgent look at _ the 
budgetting of the ‘AIS 
playing friendlies’ in the 
Victorian State League 
scheme. 

Whether the Victorian 
Soccer Federation feels

QUEENSLAND’s lone Socceroo represent- 
ative Russell Stewart may have thrown away 
his national squad position by opting 
against a move south this season. 


The 22-year-old Lions midfielder last week re- 
signed for another 12 months with the Richlands 
club and has been taken off the transfer list. 

Stewart was listed at $15,000 when he was link- 
ed with a number of Sydney clubs, including St 
George and Olympic after he returned from the 
Socceroos tour of China late last year.

One must not forget however that the rest of the 
side consists almost entirely of current and for- 
mer Socceroos. 

The likes of Robbie Wheatley, lan Gray, Paul 
Carter and David Lowe are all on the fringe of 
selection in the national team. 

Lowe in particular is consistently playing the 
type of Soccer that will eventually guarantee him a 
regular spot in Frank Arok’s side. 

The combination of these players together with 
the big name newcomers have suddenly turned 
Marconi into just about the most exciting team 
seen in Sydney so far this year.

When a side contains so much individual talent, 
one further ingredient becomes absolutely 
necessary, and this is where skipper and former 
Socceroo captain Tony Henderson comes into 
the picture. 
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Henderson is a captain that leads by example 
and commands the respect from every member of 
the side. 

His leadership qualities ensure a deadly mix- 
ture of individual flair and cohesive team effort 
from each player which results in a fluent and ex- 
plosive unit. 

Teh talent surrounding Henderson at Marconi 
this year has also played a large part in rejevenat- 
ing his own performance. 

Having considered retirement at the end of last 
season, the 32-year-old veteran decided on one 
final campaign before possibly turning his atten- 
tion towards coaching. 

This decision appears to be paying off as Hen- 
derson is once again displaying the sort of form 
that has brought him so much success over the 
years. 

He is now the only remaining link between the 
championship winning Marconi side in 1979 and 
the current team - and this was another factor in 
his decision to continue for one more year. 

Having won the title in his first year with the 
club, Henderson would love nothing more than to 
bring the National Championship back to Bossley 
Park in his final season. 

The way Marconi is shaping up, there is a dis- 
tinct possibility that Henderson’s wish could be 
granted and that would be poetic justice for one of 
the game’s leading personalities. 

When Henderson does finally hang up his 
boots, Soccer fans will find it strange to see a 
Marconi side without the blonde — haired defen- 
der leading it. 

After nine years at the club, Marconi without 
Henderson will be somewhat similar to spaghetti 
without sauce and it is to be hoped that the club 
sees fit to retains his wealth of experience in some 
sort of capacity. 

In the meantime, ‘Hendo’ will be doing his 
utmost to lead the new look Marconi towards a 
second championship victory in 1987.

THE Queensland

SOCCER’S LOW INCIDENCE 
OF SPINAL INJURIES 


CAREFULLY researched data on the prob- 
lem of spinal cord injuries has proved what 
huge numbers of parents have instinctively 
recognised for very many year past. 


It has shown that Soc- 
cer has an almost 
negligible occurrence of 
injuries of such a serious 
nature. 

In fact the Children’s 
Spinal Research Found- 
ation has only come up 
with one such injury in 


26 years. 
Professor Tom 
Taylor, chairman of 


SpineCare said:‘‘Facts 
are now available for 
this serious problem to 
be placed in a true 
perspective. Previous in- 
formation from other 
sources was anecdotal, 
and not based on 
painstaking clinical re- 
search. 

“Rugby union and 
rugby league can no lon- 
ger be viewed as games, 
but rather, as near mor- 
tal combat.” 

The professor is the 
Foundation Professor of 
Orthopaedic and 
Traumatic Surgery at 
the University of Sydney 
and Head of the Depart- 
ment of Orthopaedics at 
the Royal North Shore 
Hospital. 

In addition he is Visit-

ing Medical Officer at 
the Royal Alexandra 
Hospital for Children. 

The facts and figures 
that so much favour the 
playing of Soccer as a 
sport have been assem- 
bled as the result of 
painstaking research. 

The are all the more 
compelling because of 
the comparatively huge 
numbers that play Soc- 
cer, on which the study 
is grounded. 

The information re- 
lates to 113 patients 
admitted to the six spi- 
nal injuries units in Au- 
stralia between 1960 and 
1985. 

No less than 97 pa- 
tients and the ‘parents of 
six footballers who died 
were interviewed. 

SpineCare’s research 
indicates:‘‘There has 
been a dramatic increase 
of injuries since 1977, 
particularly for school- 
boys. 

“Only one schoolboy 
injury occurred in rugby 


union before 1977, but 
there have been 11 
since. 

“Thirty four percent 
of injured players in rug- 
by union were school- 
boys - as against 15 per 
cent in rugby league. 

“Taking into account 
the numbers playing, 
schoolboy injuries in un- 
ion are four times more 
common than in league. 

“In rugby union, 62 
per cent of all injuries 
occurred in srcrums, and 
30 per cent in league. Of 
these, 68 per cent occur- 
red as a result of packing 
(when the two sets of 
forwards come together). 
This represents 23 pre- 
ventable disasters... 

“The peak incidence 
for rugby is in June and 
July. This sugests that 
fitness is not a major 
factor. 

“Only 17 per cent of 
players have returned to 
normal after treatment. 
Forty four per cent have 
died or are totally in- 
capacitated.”” 

Obviously the inci- 
dence in Soccer is an 
absolute minimum - so 
much so that it receives 
little mention. 

Major injury payouts 
under the NSW Sporting 
Injuries Fund show rug- 


by league with 38 pay- 
outs in the first six years 
of the scheme, represen- 
ting $899000. 

In rugby union the 
corresponding figures 
are 16 and $530000, with 
the other major area for 
payout motorcycling 
with 18 major claims 
and $461000. 

Only three such 
claims have been made 
in Soccer totalling 
$15000. 

It may be that many 
Soccer players are in- 
sured outside the gov- 
ernment scheme, but 
the figures certainly 
speak for themselves, as 
indicated by the minimal 
pay-outs for other types 
of sport other than those 
mentioned above. 

There are of course 
other - usually much les- 
ser - injuries in all sports 
including Soccer. 
Amongst youngsters 
there can be various 
knocks, the most serious 
of which is normally a 
possible broken limb. 

Rugby union coach 
Alan Jones poo-hooed 
the figures in the Spine- 
Care study but Professor 
Taylor stated that he 
would have no trouble 
in debating the issue 
with him at any stage.
